PLAIN STATEMENT 


Incontrovertible Fafls. 


Wise myſelf; one cvening at the 
theatre, with my family and friends, that 
- muſical, mouthful of mockery, © God ſave 
the King,” was on its paſſage, to make 
way for a more pleaſing farce. Although 
I have uniformly conſidered theſe thea- 
trical ſupplications to the Deity, as the 
effuſions of weak or diſtempered minds, I 
ſat quietly in my place, muſing on the 
: dupes and ſcarecrows of the day, without 
attempting a ſolitary effort to hiſs them 
into reaſon. Thus abſorbed in contem- 
plation, I omitted pulling off my hat, while 
a ſet of royal idolaters, offering the in- 
cenſe of their ſavory ſkulls, ſtood bare- 
headed, chanting diſobedience to a man- 
date of their Maker. 
In this peaceable ſituation, a man, whom 


the pariſh regiſter calls Walter Partridge, 
8 ʒ 
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and who ſat immediately behind me, in- 
ſiſted, in very indecent terms, that I ſhould 
change my fitting to an ere poſition, and 


ſtand uncovered, like his brother fools. — 
To this requiſition, ſo prepoſterous in its 
nature, and commanded in the language 


of a blackguard, I peremptorily refuſed 


compliance. He then cried loudly to the 


performers on the ſtage, to ſuſpend the 


ſong, and moſt earneſtly exhorted all loyal, 


king-loving people, to aſſiſt him 1n pulling 


off my hat, and hurling me into the pit. 
| Like the whiſtle of a pickpocket, his call 
inſtantly collected his brother ruffians to 
the ſcene of action. I vas in a few ſeconds 
in the centre of a gang of military blood- 


hounds, emulous who ſhould treat me with 


the groſſeſt inſult. A fellow, who, from 


his language and appearance, I conceived 


to be a corporal, and whoſe name I after- 


wards difcovered was Henry Pawlet, ran

one hand, and my ſhirt-collar with the 
other, in conjunction with Sue, Wright, 


and other military heroes, came to the hu- 


mane reſolution to throw me into the pit. 
—As near as I can recollect, I was about 
hve minutes engaged with this polite ban- 


ditti, when my friends, beginning to per- 


ceive that matters put on a very ſerious 
aſpect, came molt humanely to my aſſiſt- 
ance, and reſcued me from the terrors of 


1 broken neck. 


In my conflict with Fungus, hen 1 5 


had aſſailed both my collar and my hat, 1 
applied my right hand to his abundant 


noſe, and holding him near a minute in 
that degrading poſture, his valour oozing 


” thr ough his noſtrils, he quietly let 50 75 


hold, ſtanding like Patience on a monu- 
ment, grinning at Grien. 

In ſuch a ſcene of general confuſion, it 
is impoſſible to recollect half the outrages 
that were perpetrated by theſe barbarians ;

hyſterics, from which it was with great 

difficulty they were ſo far recovered as 
to be removed to their habitations. 


As ſoon as theſe ladies were out of the 


theatre, and the noſle buſineſs of Partridge 


had in ſome meaſure ſilenced my oppo- 


nents, another Thing, of the ſame name, 
though of a different covey, approached 
me with the ſpecious appearance of a 


friend, telling me, that if I ſat ſtill, either 


with or without my hat, as I myſelf 
thought proper, that he conceived the tu- 


mult in the houſe would ſoon ſubſide. Al- 
though this intimation was quite unne- 


ceſſary, having at that time my hat upon 


my head, I conſidered it as an act of ci- 


vility from a ſtranger, and mentioned him 


afterwards to my friends, as a ſingular ex- 


ception to the reſt of his fraternity.

My antagoniſts now ſneaking behind the 8 


ſcenes, and a common ſoldier, who came 


to their aſſiſtance, being driven from the 
box, I was left to the quiet enjoyment of 


my ſeat and my hat, and the performers 
proceeded without farther moleſtation or 


obſtruction. Thus ended the adventures 


2 of F riday evening the 7 of March.

The female old women, 


matbelling at the irreverence of my con- 


duct, decreed that my head ſhould be

ſtatutes at large, and other documents of 


legal information, he can find no law that 
authorizes one man to pull off the hat of 
another, without his free conſent ; or, in 
caſe of a refuſal, that he ſhould, nolens 
volens, be compelled to ſwallow his teeth. 
Although theſe were my exact ſentiments 
at the time of the affray, I feel peculiarly

A captain Wright of the Not- 
tinghamſhire militia, conceiving Sileſia to 
be a town in Wales, ſet up a met violent 
hiſs, declaring aloud his determination of 
reſenting ſo groſs an outrage on the vir- 
tues of his illuſtrious maſter. The per- 
former, as might be naturally expected, 
was ſo ee diſconcerted by this un-

expected oppoſition, that ſor near a mi- 
nute he was at a total ſtand: but the au- 
dience, being rather better geographers 
than the captain, took fire at the inſult, 
and by the moſt unbounded plaudits ſi- 
lenced his pop- gun battery, and again re- 
ſtored tranquillity and order. Hence this 
ſon of Mars has acquired the name of Si- 
lifia Wright, which will probably ſtick to 
him all the reſt of his life. —

Waben the ſlighteſt preconcertion 
with a ſecond perſon, I dauntleſs braved 
the fury of my foes. I entered the 
theatre without a fingle companion at 
my elbow, but was happy to find that a 
party of gentlemen, reſenting the indig- 
nities I had previoully ſuſtained, occupied 
a whole range of ſide boxes to protect me 
from farther inſult.

At the uſual period of infatuation, the 
performers were once more exhorted to 
turn up their eyes, and pray to God for 
the king. To this frenzy of loyalty, 1 
made not the ſlighteſt oppoſition, but fat 
ſtill with my hat on to the end of the 
hymn. As ſoon as 1t was finiſhed, that 
prodigy of valour, colonel Gould, who 
ſat in an oppoſite box, gave the ſignal for 
a riot; he pointed his finger at me with a 
hiſs that would have abaſhed the para- 
mour of Eve, and the minor ſerpents be- 
came inſtantly the echos of their maſter. 
This kind of diſtant ſkirmiſhing was much 
better adapted to the Pes of our 
hero's, than a contact battle. Content 
with this valorous atchievement, the co- 
lonel, and the chief of his corps, kept 
ſnug in their entrenchments; but Fungus 
Partridge, parſon ditto, and a ſtupid boy 
of the name of Hales, were diſpatched to 
reconnoitre.
